Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner called the Applicant's representative, Susan J. Myers Fitch, on Feb. 1 , 2010, to indicate that the arguments 
regarding an unexpected result were found to be persuasive, and therefore, withdrawn claims were going to be 
rejoined, but would require amendments to bring them into condition for allowance. Claim amendments were 
disucssed, most of which were for clarity or cancellation of redundant claims. The representative contacted the 
Applicant to present proposed amendments to them. On Feb. 4, 2010, agreement was reached on claim language to 
bring the Application into condition for allowance. .
